The reservations adopted by the

ready to furnish the necessary ex­ 
p iatio n and no action by the sen­ 
ate as necessary.

Does the United States, for in­

The answer is that Ameri­ 
ca does not wish to block the ma­ 
chinery of the world court by ex­ 
ercising a veto on all its opera­ 
tions but merely wishes to avoid 
embarrassment by

ly American questions.

Ever sinee the

Clarify Its Own? 
If the 
American 
assurances 
with reference to the world court 
reservations are not 
considered 
by other nations as sufficient and 
it Is desired to have the senate 
specifically clarify its own reser­ 
vations, then iff might be argued 
that the senate would be Justified 
in attaching reservations to the 
anti-war treaties, something that 
all the powers 
are 
anxious 
to 
avoid for it might mean the addi­ 
tion of reservations on the part of 
other bodies and thus delay rati­ 
fication. 
As m atters stand now. the pres­ 
ident having conferred first with

NONSTOP HOR 
TO CUBAFAILS 


Detroit Aviator Forced to 
Land 90 Miles From 
His Goal 


Key West, Fla., Nov. 27— (A3) 
— Leonard 8. 
Flo’s 
attempted 
nonstop flight from W alkerville, 
Ont., to Havana, Cuba, failed late 
today when the youthful aviator 
was within less than 
a hundred 
miles of his goal. 
Seised with illness, after his 
long vigil at the controls, 
Flo 
was forced to land here at 4:23 
o’clock this afternoon and 
was 
taken to a hospital. The aviator 
refused to go to bed on advice of 
a physician and went instead to a 
hotel. 
Before turning in for a 
rest, Flo told the manager 
of 
the hotel he would fly to Havana 
tomorrow morning and after ar­ 
rival in the Cuban capital would 
make ready for a nonstop 
flight 
from Havana to Detroit. 
The landing was made a t the 
airport about six miles from the 
city and hospital authorities said 
the aviator reached there 
about 
5:30 o’clock. 
A physician said 
Flo’s illness was due to effects of 
capsules containing caffein taken 
by the youth to keep him awake. 
Will Fly Back 
After taking off from W alker­ 
ville last night at 
11:07 
Flo 
flew steadily toward 
his 
goal. 
Early this morning he passed ov­ 
er Atlanta and shortly after noon 
passed Tampa, where 
he 
flew 
low, waving to persons 
below. 
The course thereafter lay along 
the sparsely settled southwestern 
portion of 
the 
peninsula 
and 
across Florida Bay and the keys 
into Key West. 
Key West is only 90 
miles 
from Havana, where 
Flo 
had 
hoped to land at dusk on Colum­ 
bia field. 
Before turning in 
for 
rest 
Flo left orders not to be disturb­ 
ed. He left a note for newspaper­ 
men in regard to his plans which 
stated briefly that he would fly 
tomorrow to ‘Havana and 
plan 
a non-stop flight from there 
to 
Detroit. 
When Flo landed there was no 
one et the field except some offi­ 
cials of the 
Pan-American 
air 
line who were waiting for an in­ 
coming 
plane 
from 
Havana. 
These men took Flo to the Ma­ 
rine hospital for treatment.

Lansing, Mich., Nov. 27—(A5)—A 
decrease in area burned and dam­ 
age caused by forest

The total number of fires was 
1,304. burning over 
66,237 
acres 
and doing damage of $59,664. This 
compares with 2,380 fires in 1927, 
burning an area of 94,000 acres and 
doing damage of $65,034. The most 
disastrous blazo this year was in 
Crawford county, where the dam­ 
age was $19,000.

Philippine Islands Hard 
Hit by Tropical 
Storm 


Manila, Not. 28 (W ednesday)— 
Reports brought by restored com­ 
munications today indicated that 
200 persons perished In the 
ty­ 
phoon which struck the 
central 
Phlllippine Islands Thursday and 
continued until Saturday. 
Ten 
thousand are homeless on the Is­ 
land of Leyte alone. 
Leyte and Samar islands suf­ 
fered most. 
While no reports 
have been received from 
eastern 
sections of the archipelago, It Is 
believed that the loss of life was 
large. 
Crop 
and 
property 
damage 
probably will aggregate of mil­ 
lions of dollars, although lack bf 
communications renders 
It 
im­ 
possible to make an estimate. 
The United States Cruiser Mil­ 
waukee, with a relief party from 
Manila, left supplies 
and 
Red 
Cross helpers at Catbalogan 
on 
Samar Island, and planned to go 
to Leyte today. 
Four destroyers have been or­ 
dered to leave Manila today 
for 
the devastated regions, as a 
re­ 
sult of a conference between Gov­ 
ernor General Weary L. Stimson 
and naval officers. 
Storm That Swept 
Western Europe 
Is Abating at Sea 


Part*, Nov. 27—(A3)—The terrific 
storm which bas 
been 
pounding 
western Europe for several days 
bus abated at sea, but high tides 
have backed up and flooded rivers, 
submerging much property. 
Belated reports state heavy dam­ 
age was caused by wind storms, 
and shipping was almost at a stand­ 
still. 
The water-logged freighter 
Admiral Ponty was being towed 
with such difficulty by the tug 
Irolse that another tug went fsotu 
Brest to aid. 
The first snow fell today In cen­ 
tral France and them was sleet in 
Paris, but the weather man said 
the w ont was over. 


New York. Nov. 27—(A3)—George 
McManus, who summoned Arnold 
Rothstein to the hotel room where 
he was mortally 
wounded, 
was 
charged with the gambler’s murder 
today. 
He refused to talk beyond plead­ 
ing not guilty to a short affidavit 
charging him with the murder in 
the first degree and wa* held with­ 
out bail for hearing Friday. 
Police 
had 
sought 
McManus 
since Rothstein was shot, Novem­ 
ber 4. 
He notified thed them last 
night he would 
surrender 
this 
morning in a Bronx barber shop. 
When the appointment was kept 
by a detective of the district attor­ 
ney’s staff, McManus already was 
in the barber shop, enjoying his 
morning shave. 
Rothstein, a slow-pay gambler 
who gave I. O. U.’s but took cash, 
was sitting in Lindy’s restaurant 
in the white light district on the 
night of November 4 when he was 
called to the telephone. 
When he 
hung Up the receiver he got his hat 
and coat and went away. 
Found McManus’ Coat. 
"George McManus wants me over 
at the Park Central,” he told the 
restaurant cashier. 
He asked the 
man to keep his pistol for him 
until he got back. 
But he never went back, for in 
Room 349 of the Park Central, a 
room rented under the name of 
George Richards, which police say 
was an alias adopted for the occa­ 
sion by McManus, he 
was 
shot 
through the groin and two days 
later died. 
In Room 349 police found several 
bottles and glasses and an over­ 
coat with McManus’ name in the 
collar. 
There was no suggestion during 
all the three weeks search that 
McManus was wanted for anything 
mom than questioning. 
District 
Attorney Banton said repeatedly he 
did not believe McManus killed 
Rothstein, but that he undoubted­ 
ly knew who did. 
So it came as a surprise today 
when the short affidavit sworn to 
by the arresting officer stated that 
the detective was “Informed and 
verily believed” that McManus fired 
the shot from which ills gambler 
pal died. 
But 
though 
today’s 
murder 
charge was a surprise to almost 
everyone else, no trace of emotion 
showed on the ruddy face of the 
defendant. He smiled his way into 
the district attorney’s office, into 
the court of general sessions where 
he was arraigned, and then into a 
cell In Tombs prison. 
The district attorney announced 
late today that McMunus will be 
granted immunity if he can prove 
lie did not actually fire the shot 
that killed Rothstein and if he will 
tell who did. 
Banton said today he had learn­ 
ed the identity of two other men 
who were in the room with Mc 
Manus when Rothstein was shot 
und added that “the world isn’t 
big enough to hide them in.”

The witness was Leslie Wat­ 
son, who was so badly hurt in the 
disaster that he had been unable 
to leave his hospital bed

Charles H. Tuttle, federal at­ 
torney who is conducting the ex­ 
amination, let him tell his story 
in his own way, and

raphers- 
“ Captain Carey and I stood on 
the deck,” he said. “I was about 
to jump 
from 
the 
promenade 
rail, but he made me change 
my 
mind.

ship’s side together, by 
No. 
8 
boat which was standing on its 
keel. 
“Then the ship capsized. I was 
carried down by 
the 
suction, 
holding on to Captain Carey. I 
lost my grip. Finally, I came to 
the surface. There was no sign 
of a boat. Captain Carey 
never 
did come to the surface. 
Superintendent Testifies 
“I grasped a piece of wreck­ 
age. I saw several others in life 
belts hanging to wreckage. They 
seemed comfortable. About dusk 
I was picked up.” 
Harry 
Wheeler, 
superintend­ 
ent of the Lamport and Holt line, 
operators of the Vestris, was an­ 
other witness. Asked by Captain 
E. P. Jessop, American 
nautical 
expert assisting at the 
inquiry, 
whether covers had been provid­ 
ed for the shelter deck hatches 
six feet above the low water line, 
Wheeler 
could 
not 
remember

when he had last seen the cov­ 
ers.“ If the sea was 
coming 
up, 
was it not tho first duty of a sea 
going captain to improvise cov­ 
ers for these hatches?” 
he 
was

“ Yes”, replied Wheeler. 
“Then have we not reason for 
believing that under the condi­ 
tions, the ship was not i t a com­ 
pletely seaworthy state?” 
•yes” , answered Wheeler after 
considerable hesitation, "if these 
covers were not on the 
hatches 
when she got to sea.” 
Watson narrated 
the 
entire 
story of the Vestris; fateful voy­ 
age, as he had observed it. The 
ship, he said, was properly stow­ 
ed when she left 
pier. 
pipe Endangers Boat 
He described in 
detail 
the 
weather of Saturday night 
and 
Sunday, the increasing list of the 
ahip and the inspection trips he 
had made below decks to wacth 
her condition. 
Then he came to the attempt­ 
ed evacuation of the ship by pas­ 
sengers and crew. 
“After lowering No. 6 boat to 
about eight feet of the sea” Wat­ 
son said, "I went to No. 8 boat. 
Captain Carey and the first of­ 
ficer were already there. We low­ 
ered No. 8 down just clear of a 
hot water exhause pipe on 
the 
ship’s aid. We couldn’t lower it 
any more, or they 
(the women 
and children in the boat) would 
have been scalded by the 
wa­ 
ter. I sent two men to get a cov­ 
er for it (the pipe) so we could 
lower the boat into the water, but 
they disappeared and I never saw 
them again.” 
Wheeler said tho fracture 
of 
one or more sea

Port Total 5,488,012 
Tons 


The Steamer Carmi Thompson, 
carrying a cargo of *9*192 tons, 
left the Chicago and North West­ 
ern railway dock for 
Cleveland, 
Ohio, at 4:30 a. m. marking the 
close of the 1928 ore season 
at; 
this port. 
. 
Iron ore shipping from the St. ; 
Paul docks was concluded 
for 
the season on Wednesday, 
Nov. 
2i when the Steamer Price Mc- , 
Kinney took the last cargo of the j 
season. 
Total 
shipments from 
the 
North Western 
and 
St. 
Paul 
docks amounted 
to 
5,488,012 
tens as compared to 
5,866.562 
In 1927, a decrease of 
378,450 
tons. 
While the St. Paul docks’ 
shipments this season exceeded 
last year’s by 40,548 tons, the 
North 
Western 
docks 
handled 
418,998 tons less. 
Shipments from 
the 
North 
Western docks totalled 3,884,690 
tons and from the St. Paul docks 
1,603,322 tons, making the total 
of 5,488,012 tons for the 1928 
season. 
The North Western docks sea­ 
son opened on April 15, 
about 
a week later than the 
previous 
year. A total of 536 boats 
took 
cargoes from these docks as com­ 
pared to 642 during the 1927 sea­ 
son. 
Light 
repairs 
have 
already 
started on the 
North 
W estern 
docks, but the real 
im provem ent 
program will not begin unti* 
er the first of the year. At the St. 
Paul docks, however, the work is 
already well under way. a crew 
of about fifty men 
being 
em­ 
ployed.

Mississippi Valley Associ­ 
ation Elects William 
R. Dawes President 


St. Louis, Nov. 
27—(ZP)—With 
the election of William It. Dawes, 
Chicago financier, 
as 
president, 
and adoption of a resolution asking 
congress for money for early com­ 
pletion of the Mississippi valley 
waterway system, the tenth annual 
convention of the M ssissippi Val­ 
ley association closed here late to­ 
day. 
Dawes succeeds James E. Smith, 
St. Louis, who resigned atter a 
fifth of a century of activity in the 
inland waterway movement. 
The 
convention paid tribute to Smith 
in a resolution expressing grati­ 
tude of the association 
for 
h s 
work. 
The convention, in a resolution, 
pointed out that. $452,270,217 al­ 
ready has been expended or alloted 
for comp’etion of various water­ 
way projects, and called on con­ 
gress to make available annually 
whatever money is needed to com 
plete tho projects. 
The association held that the 
ystem should be standardized as 
lo channel depths, locks, terminals 


and floating equipment and that 
the main trunk lines should have 
channels nine feet deep. The main 
trunk lines were specified as the 
Mississippi, 
Missouri 
and 
Ohio 
rivers, and the Illinois waterways 
and introecastal canal in Louisiana 
and Texas, 
Need City Docks. 
The right to divert water from 
Lake Michigan for the Illino^ wa­ 
terway was upheld in the resolu­ 
tions. 
The association praised the 
Denison barge line bill and request­ 
ed congress to apprapriate $10,- 
000,000 for added equipment and 
barges for the inland waterway 
corporation. 
The sum already has 
been authorized. 
Calling attention to the need of 
proper terminals on the rivers, the 
association urged all river chloe to 
construct docks and port equip­ 
ment. 
Approval was given to flood 
control legislation by tho associa­ 


tion which urged prompt comple­ 
tion of a new' survey for additional 
flood legislation. 
The association 
also came out against curtailment 
of the authority of the army. engi- 
nees in river and harbor activity.

traffic burdens doubled since the 
dropping of th e air m ail rate to 
five cents for the 
first 
ounce, 
contractors operating mail planes 
on the 22 established routes are 
planning an 
extensive 
develop­ 
ment of their facilities. 
The Boeing T ransport company, 
operating the air mail route be­ 
tween Chicago and Ban Francis­ 
co, already has placed in service 
new 
12-passenger 
tri-m otored 
ships, capable of carrying a 3,500 
pound cargo, but finds the mail 
business so heavy th a t passengers 
are carried only if there is room 
left inthe planes after the mail 
is loaded. 
The N ational 
Air 
Transport 
company, operating the New York 
to Chicago route, has 
temporar­ 
ily discontinued passenger service 
until it is able to 
obtain 
larger 
passenger ships capable of caring 
adequately for the traffic. 
The 
Chicago air mall field postoffice 
room has been enlarged to almost 
three tim es the deluge of air mail 
since inaneuration of the five cent 
rate August I. 
The postoffice 
department 
is 
planning also to expand its mail 
rooms at New 
York, 
Cleveland 
and Salt I>ake City air mail fields. 
On the Chicago to San Francisco 
route, where the heaviest burden 
was borne, the traffic 
increased 
from 60,951 pounds 
in July

The eastern end of the tran s­ 
continental route, extending from 
New York to Chicago, experienced 
an almost equally heavy increase. 
The planes w’hich carried 55,752 
pounds of air mail in July on this 
route were forced to bear the add­ 
ed burden of 103,204 pounds in 
A ugust and 109,662 
pounds 
in 
September. 
Postoffice departm ent 
officials 
in charge of the air mail service 
feared a reaction to the heavy Au­ 
gust business, stim ulated by the

The report for Septem­ 
ber, however, showed a total in­ 
crease of 4,944 pounds over Au­ 
g u st’s high figure.

es of views between them and in 
the spirit evidencing the 
desire 
of the representatives of the two 
nations to promote harmony and 
progress.
